During 18G6, the Government Asaay 
OfBco nt Now Wostminstor waa car- 
ried on at n not,t loss of $2941, in the 
faoo of which fuel the oiBoial element 
in tlio Council, led by the J^ow Wosl- 
miiiHtor renegado, passed a voto to 
continue iho ostablishraent for another 
year. This vote was carried despite 
the melancholy fact that muny really 
useful schemes were abandoned at the 
time by the Government for want ot 
funds. The arguments advnncod by 
the friends of the institution in 
favor ot its continuance ■wore 
twofold. The office ut I^ow Wostmin- 
Bter was so convenient fur minors wiio 
required assays ot gold, silver, 
ooppor, &o. ; and second, it was a 
chocli" upon the private assay oflico 
at Victoria. So far as the location of 
the eBtablishtnent is concornod, ii 
Strikes us that the tact of its boing 
fixed at New WestmiDsler is really a 
very strong point against it, for tho 
simple reason that there are no mines 
. viihin' three hundred miles of New 
Weslminstor, and that tho dast and 
specimens broagbt to it for assay, in 
nine oases oat of ten, arc packed from 
tho heart ot the mining districts at 
groat ox pease before the value can bo 
ascertained.

tion. The deed mnat bate been delibcrute, 
from the fact that the strap proving too short 
to e£feot the purpose, deoeased tore a piece 
iron) bis Baltic shirt, and lyioiE; it toooe end of 
the strap, gave it tbo requited length. Young 
enterod tbe house at 10 o'clock on 
Wednesday night, and was allowed to sleep 
in a bed in the liackrooin. A man who oc- 
^cupied a bed in the aanio ro.ini spoke to tbo 
deceased ehorlly bol'oro 7 o'clock yesterday 
tnoroing, and told birn be would go and 
brinf; bin) soma lea. At 9 o'clook tba man 
retoroed and was horrified to fiad Yuunn 
dead, A jury, of which Mr James R 
Robertson waa foreman, was sammooed by 
Mr FombertOD, an ioquesi held, and a yerdic' 
of death by suicide, while laboring noder 
temporary insanity, returned. Deceased 
once occupied a prominent position in Aus- 
^tralia, «bere hs married; but after a few 
years his wife left him and came to Califor- 
nia, whither be followed, aud after a long 
search discovered her ouo evening singing 
upon the stage in a Molodoon. The discovery 
BO exaeperated Y'oung that he sprang upon 
the stage and attempted to kill her. The 
woman escaped badly iojared, and Yonng 
tnbeequently came to Viototia, and remained 
for some time- in the employ of Wilson & 
filurray. Latterly he drank rery freely, and 
only three days ago appeared fa Gonrt to 
prosebote a man who be charged with having 
■tolen a oasa of brandy and a sack of flonr 
from bis cabin.
